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© They 'fay then, that God , whom 
they call Achar, that is to fay, Immo- 
veable or Immutable, hath ſent them 
four Books, which they call Beths, a 
word fignifying $:7ence, becauſe they 
pretend that in theſc Books all Scten- 
ces are comprehended. The firſt of 
theſe Books 1s call'd 4ther-babed, the 
ſecond Zager-bed, the third Rek-bed, 
the fourth $447a-bed, Conform to 
the doctrine of theſe Books, this peo- 
ple ought to be diſtinguilh't, as really 
they are, into four Tribes: Thefirfr 
is of Brabmdhs, Men of the Law; 
the ſecond of '©wetterys, N E 
Arms; the third, Men of 'Beſcxe or 
Trae Commonly call'd Bazzans; and 
the fourth, Men of Scydra, that is, 
Handy - crafts Men and Labourers. 
And theſe are fo' diſcriminated, that 
thoſe of one Fri 
another, that 1s, a Brahman cannor” 
marry witha Woman £xettery,and fo 
of the relt, 1 | 

They all agree'in one Doctrine, 
which 18 thato P thacoras COncern- 
Iog the Micteniycho or Franimigra- 
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tion of Souls, and in this; that they 
muſt-not kill or cat of any Animal, 
However there are ſome of the ſe- 
cond Tribe that may eat of them,pro- 
vided it be neither Cows nor Feacocks- 
flefh, they all having a great vencrati- 
on for theſe two creatures, cl{pecially 
the Cow, becauſe they fancy I know 
not what River lying between this 
Life and that to come, which they are 
to paſs by holding themſclves faſt on 
a Cowlſ-tail, Pothbly their ancicnt 
Legiſlators had ſeen; thoſe Shep- 
heards of Egypt, croſling the Nile, by 
holding with their left-hand the T ail 
of an Oxe, and in their right-hand a 
Stick to guide him with; or rather 
they have umprinted in them this re- 
_ for Cows, becauſe they diaw 
rom them Milk and Butter, which 1s 
a great part of their fubſiftance ; and 
becauſe alſo they are ſo ſerviccablc 
for the Plough, and conſequently tor 
the Life of Man; and that the rather 
becauſe it-is not ſo in the Indies as in 
_ our Parts, for maintaining ſo great a 
number of Cattle as we do; if but half 
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as many of them ſhould be killed in 
the dies, as there are in England or 
France , the Countty would quickly 
be deſtitute of them, and the Land 
remain Untilled. The heat 1s there 
ſo violent for eight months of the 
year, that all 1s dry, and that Oxen 
and Cows are often ftarved, or dye of 
cating traſh in the Fields like Hogs. 
And''tis upon the account of the-0 
ſcarcity of _Cattle, that in the time of « 


ehan-Guire the Brabtzrans obtain'd « 
j Edict, that_no Cattle and be; 
kill'd for a certain number of years, © 
and that of late they preſented a Pe- c 
tition to Aureng-Zebe,, and offered: 
him a conſiderable ſum, if he would « 
make the like Protibition. They 
remonſtrated,that for 50. or 60. years « 
paſt mech Land had remain'd Un-, 
ploughed, becauſe the Oxen- and « 
Cows were Mrome too fcarce and 
too dear; © It*may be a'fo, that thele « 
Law-givers confidered , that Cows « 
and Ox-fleſh in the Þrdies is not very « 
ſavoury. nor wholeſome, unleſs it be 
tor 2 little time m Winter, during the” 
K 2 cooler 
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cooler ſeaſon : Or laſtly , that they 
would take the People off from mu- 
' tual, cruelty , (to which they were 
too much inclined) by obliging them, 
as by a maxime of Religion, to exer- 
ciſe humanity to the very Beaſts , and 
by making them believe , that killing 
or cating an Animal , it might happen 
that they did kill or cat one of their 
Grand-fires; which would be an hor- 
rid crime. 

According to the DoCtrine of theſe 
Beths, they are obliged to ſay their 
Prayers at leaſt thrice every day , in 
the morning , at noon, and at night, 
with their face turned to the Eaſt. 
They arc allo bound to waſh thcir 
whole body thrice, or.at Icaſt bcforc 
they cat 3 and they beheve, that tis 
more meritorigus to waſh themiclves 
In running water then, in any othcr. 
AndTt may be , that thadhegillators in 
« this point alſo have had-a rc{pcct to 
what 1s. proper and convenicnt for 
this Countrey, where nothing is morc 


deſirable then waſhing. and bathing. 


And they find it troubleſome enough 


LO 
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to obſerve this Law , when they are 
in cold Countries: I have feen ſome 
of them that were like to dic, becauſe 
they would there alſo obſerve their 
Law of waſhing their Body by plun- 
ging themſelves into Rivers or Ponds, 
when they found any ncar.; or by 
throwing whole buckets of water 
over their heads, when they were re- 
mote from them. When I told them 
upon occaſion, that in cold Countries 
it would. not be poſtible to obſerve 
that Law of theirs in Winter ( which 
was a{tgn of 1ts being a meer human 
invention) they gave this pleafant an- 
ſwer: Thatthey pretended nat their 
Law was untyerfal ; that God had on- 
ade it for then, and it was there- 
fore that they could not receive a 
Stranger into their Religion : "that 
they thought not our Religion was 
therefore falſe, but that it might be 
it was good for us, and that God 
mighe: have appointed ſeveral _dif- 
fering ways to £0 to Heaven; bur 
they will not hear that our Religion 
ſhould bes the general Religion for 
K 3 the 
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the whole earth; and theirs a fable 
and pure dcvice. 

Theſe ſame Books do teach them, 
that God having determined to crc- 
ate the World , would not cxccute 
it immedciatly, but made fuſt three 
perfect Bcings : the firſt was Brahma, 
which Ttgnitteth Penetrating into all 
things; the ſecond Beſcher , that is, 
Exiſting in all things; and the third 
Mehabden , that is , great Lord. T hat 
by The means of Brahma he created 
the World , by the means of Beſchen 
he preſerveth t , and by the means of 
Mehakden he will de{troy it. T hat it 
Is Brahma, who by the command of 
God did publiſh rhefour Zeths , and 
that therefore Fe is in_ ſome of their 
 Chiirches reprefented- with four 
Heads. 

As to thoſethree Beings, I have {cen 
ſome Exropean Miſhonaries that were 
of opinion, that: theſe Gentils had 
ſome 7dea of the Myſtery of the Tri- 
nity; and ſaid , it was expretly cons 
tained 1n their Books; that there are 
three Perſons, and one. only 9g 
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For my part, Thave madethe Perdets 
ſufficiently diſcourſe upon this point 3 
but they declare. themſelves ſo poor- 
IY that T could not clearly under- 
and their ſenſe, I have even heard 
ſome of them, who ſaid , that theſe 
are three Creatures very perfect, 
which they called Deiitas , yet with- 
out explaining well what they under- 
ftood by this word Deiitas 3 as our 
antient Idolaters never explained 
what they meant by thefe words Ge- 
ive and Numina , Which is (I think) 
the ſame with Deita among the Indi- 
ans. 'T's true, that I have ſpoken with 
others of the moſt knowing amongſt 
them, who ſaid, that theſe three Be- 
gs were indeed nothing but oge 
and the ſame God. confidered three 
manner of Ways, v7. as he 1s the Pro- 
ducer, Conferyator , and Deſtroyer 
of things 3 but they ſaid nothing of 
three "Tilting Peious in one onely 
Deity. - '- 
 Moereovyer TI have feen the Reverend 
Father Roa, a German Jeſuit and Miſ- 
lionary at Agra , who being well ver- 
K 4 te] 
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ſed in their Hanſerit , maintained that 
their Books did. not - onely import , 
there was one God in three Perſons. 
' but that even the ſecond Perion: of 
ther Trinity was incarnated nine 
bf \nd that I may not be thought 
to aſcribe to my ſelf the writings of 
"others, Iſhall relate unto you word 
for wor rd, what a certain Carmelite of 
Chir bath lighted upon, which he 
elated when the above-mentioned 
Packe: Roa palled that way to come 
back to Kome, The Gentzils (faith hc)

' of the School of the Antients ; the 
Maſters being diſperſed, over the 
Town in their Houſes ,and efpecially 
inthe Gardens of the Suburbs, wherc 
the. great Merchants, do'ſuffer them. 
Of-theſe Maſters ſome have four Dit- 
aplesz others, ſix orſeven;' and the 
| | moi! 
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moit famous,twelye or fifteen at moſt, 
who ſpend ten or a douzen years with 
them. All this Itudy goeth on: very 


cooly, becauſe molt Indians are of a 
{low and lazy humour, to'which the 
heat and diet of the Country contri- 
butes much ; and becauſe they are not 
animated to induſtry as we, by that 
great emulation, and by the great 
hopes we haye of coming thereby. to 
great preterment. They ſtudy lea- 
ſerely, and without much tormen- 
ting themſelves ; eating their Kichery 
or mixture of Legums, which the rich 
Merchants cauſe to be drefled for 
them. 

T heir firſt ſtudy is of the Hanſcrit, 


which is a Language altogether dit-- 
ferent from the common indian, and 
not known but by the Pexders. And

enumerations , ſo uſtleſs and little 
philoſophical , that.I can ſcarce ima- 
gine them to. be in their Books, or 
that their Authors could have enter- 
tained themſelves with fuch uncouth 
things. 
\ Laſtly, ſome of them do pretend 
that all. is .compoſed of accidents ; 
of which alſo they make odd, long, 
and tedious enumerations, and ſuch 
as favour only ſome Pettifogger, that 
can amuſe the common People.

As to, what at preſent you demand 
of me by your laſt, vis. that I {hould 
impart to you what came into my 
thoughts when I was diſcovrling with 
our Danechmend-han.,. the Learned 
Gentleman'of Aſa, about all.thoſe mat- 
ters, you are now applying your Stu- 
dies to: JI ſhall tell you freely , and 
without flattering my ſelf , that you 
might addreſs your ſelf toa more in- 
telligent perſon than me, but to none, 
that hath ſtudied them with more care, 
than I have done. For I have not on- 
J contented my ſelf,  exatly to weigh 
the reaſons of. all, that, ever 1 could 
, come to {ce of both Ancient and Mo- 
dern Authors, ' Arabians allo, and Per- 
fans, and Inaians ; but Ihave farther 
conterr d an-hundred times with what- 

ever 
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ever great menlI could any where meet 
with, fo far as that I have often fain'd, 
when I was with thoſe Eſprzts forts, as 
they will be call'd , that I was not a- 
verſe from their Sentiments, to the 
end that they might conceal nothing 
from me. But that being a thing of 
great prolixity , it will be better, ſince 
you are now on the way to return into 
Europe, to refer that matter to our 
Meeting there, when we ſhall be able 
by word of mouth better and more 
conveniently to declare our thoughts to 
one another. Yet notwithſtanding , 
that I may not ſeem to be careleſs of 
your deſire, I ſhall in the mean time 
tell you thus much of the nature of 
our Underſtanding, That it ſeezxrs to 
me wery rational to believe, that there 
is - ſomething in ws more perfe® and 
excellent , than all that which we call 
Fody or Matter. 

You know , according to the 1des 
that  Ariffotle hath given us of the 
Firf Matter of things , that nothing 
can be imagin'd ſo imperfect, as it.

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Negs, quantum, neq; quale, is, methinks, 
to —_— to a Nothing as near a1 
may be. You know alſo, that all the 
perfeCtions and proprieties, which De- 
mocritms and Epicurws attribute to their 
Primitive: Bodies, or to the firſt and 
ſole Matter of things, comes in a man- 
ner to this, that there are certain ſmall 
and very ſolid Beings, without any va- 
cuity in them, and indiviſible ; all ha- 
ving ſome particular and eſſential fi- 
gure, ſo that there is an infinite num- 
ber of round ones, (for example ) an 
iofivity of Pyramidal, an infinity of 
Square, and infinity of Cubick, Hool« 
ed, Pointed, Triangular ones; and fo 
an innumerable number of other kinds 
of. different Fipuresyz all moveable of 
theic own nature, and of an unimagi- 
rable Celerity ; yet ſome of them more 
proper for the: ſenlible motion of Con- 
Cretions than others, that is to ſay, for 
Gil-engaging - and ſeparating them- 
ſelves, or jj flying ſooner and more 
cally: away than others in the diflolu- 
tion of Compounds, according as they 
are more or leſs-ſmall, or more or leſs 


round, 
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{ round, or more or leſs poliſh'd and 
flippery: And laſtly , that they are 
all eternal by their nature, and conſe- 
quently all incorruptible and indepen- 
dent (as they pretend;)though they be 
without any ſenſe, reaſon and judg- 
ment. You know, I ſay, that all the 
Proprieties of their little Bodies come, 
very near, to. what I have now ſaid; 
of which Ideſfire you to be mindful, 
that ſo we may bercafter judge , whe- 
ther they be capable of what is aſcri- 
bed to them. | 

Yer, to take vothing from the force 
of their Principles, and to undeceive 
you, if you believe, I have caſt off 
Atoms ; I ſhall avow to you frankly, 
that the more I conſider that Diviſcor 
to Infinity of any portion of Finite 
matter 3 the wore abſurd and unwar- 
thy of a Philoſopher it ſeems to me: 
And I believe the Reaſons, which are 
alledged tq prove it, to be as captious 
as thoſe, which Zene , ſuppoling this 
fame diviGbility , brqught to prove, 
that there was no motion, fince Mathe- 


matical Pgints, Lines, and Superficies, 
| which 


Eng 
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which have no being but by the Un- 
derſtanding, and are without profun- 
dity, onght-not to be transferr'd and 
applicd to Bodies Phyſical, which can- 
not be' without all the dimenſions, and 
are the workmanſhip of Nature: To 
which add, that a Philoſopher ought 
to avoid, asmuch as is poſſible, to dive 
into T1finity, that being a deep and 
dark Abyſs, which often ferveth men 
for nothing elſe but to hide themſelves, 
and in which the wit of man is at a 
perfeQt loſs. 
” Moreover , I acknowledge, I am 
ſtill of that opinion, #ot o»ly, that A- 
toms are” indivifible, becauſe they are 
little portions of er, or little hard 
Bodies , reſiſting *and impenetrable 
( proprieties as effential to Matter, 3s 
Extenfion) and becauſe they are pure 
matter continued , without any parts 
that are only contiguous, and of which
